Rome, Aug. 5.—The spirit of "The king 
is «lead, longr live the king,” -j^hlch has 
been repeated through all thif'jlong ages 
upon change of sovereigns was the dom- 
inant note to day a t the V a tica n among 
those gathered theré, not to acknowledge 
;tn i-arthly Hoverelgn, but to accept with­ 
out reserve Pope;Phi« X. sm ihelr spirlt-r 
ual king. Not only had America enjoyed 
iir.st announcing, through the AbsocI- 
nf<ííj I'ress, accession of the present pontiff 
(o the chair of St. Peter’s, hut to day 
Amiricans enjoyffl the far greater prlvll- 
(‘f^e and honor of being the flr(|| among 
tho.se of many other countries who were 
to follow to convey to his t|ol!ness the 
homago of nationH. 
The Ainéricans left 
the United Statf.s to receive the blessing 
o f IjfM XIJ I. and arrived while the con­ 
clave w:«s .«.iiting. As soon as the election 
of the new pope was announced they de- 
( 
to return, though greatly disap­ 
pointed in their ml.ssion. To day while at 
the «tatiou and about to depart they were 
notified ( ardiñal CJIbbons had arranged a 
ineciinii with the new pope. 


Í'ardiñal (Jibbons had been asked yester­ 
day to try to arrange for reception of the 
AnKiicanw and had promised to do his 
1>< St, at the .same time explaining how un- 
])n i ifienl(>d it would be for the pape, a 
day aft* r );i.s elei tion, lb receive a foreign' 
pilKrirnaye when there w«ire .score.«? of high 
• iiiinitaric.s who had not yet been adnil^tedi 
including the diplomatic body. Neverthe- 
U ss he uKcd his Influence with the hap- 
iii«st re.sult and .secured consent of the 
iiujH* to receive his fellow countrymen. At 
r,:Vi thi.s afternoon all were a t the bronze 
• loor.s of the Vatican. They were met by 
.Murii^ignor Kennedy, rector of the Ameri­ 
can college, who.se presence was .suflfl- 
< ii'iit to make the Swisi? guard step back, 
pn sent arm.s and give entrance to all. 
I’hry trooped up the high stairway, one 
hundred .strong, and on through the cor- 
lidor.s, 
bending 
their 
heads 
to 
pass 
ihioujih opening.s in the walls which had 
lK<n creeted for the conclave^ Bricks 
were .still lying about on the flagstones. 
Through the beautiful loggia of Raphael 
tin y passed to the unique Hall of In­ 
fer! ption:-. where a halt was called. After 
a < (m.siderable wait two Swiss guards en- 
tcfi d and before the pilgrims could quite 
n alize it the pope stood among them. He 
\valk<'d .slowly, but w'lth the firmness of 
riuite a young man. down the long kneel­ 
ing line, accompanit^l !>y Cardinal Gib- 
biin.s and Monsignor Kennedy, and gave to 
each pilgrim as he pas.sed his hand to be 
ki.s.sed. He spoke a few word.*? to almost 
« very one. Pius X. was arrayed complete­ 
ly in white, without a gleam of color ex- 
r< pt that which sparkled from a huge 
t-incrald on his linger. 
Oibbons on his 
light was in red and Monsignor Kennedy 
on the left in purple. They were preceded 
by ,Swi.s.s guards w ith, halberds and fol- 
iowotl by members of the noble guifirds. 


PIu.s X. appeared very much Inter^ 
o -.ied when Father T^ynch presented to him 
a box containing a white succhetto. The 
pope acceptcd and the new zucchetto re- 
i>lacod the one the pope wore. Offeiinsrs 
of jiitgrims w^ere al.so presented to the 
pope. 


^’o Father liunke the pope gave special 
benediction for colored people. Occasion­ 
ally as the pope passed along he laid his 
hand upon the head of one of the pilgrims^ 
When Pius reached the persons who 
waved two American flags yesterday a t St¿ 
Peter’s and who were carrying them to 
day he exclaimed: 
“Cara, cara, Ameri­ 
can, dear America—forty-four stars, eh?" 


When he reached the last per.son In line 
he turned and while all the pjlgrlms kiielt 
he gave the apostolic blessing, ending 
with the wwds: "I recommend myself to 
your pious prayers.” It w'as a moment of 
intense emotlori and scarcely was an eye 
dry. 


Cardinal Gibbons upon leaving the Vati­ 
can said he had been delighted to present 
the American pilgrimage to the new pope 
under such happy circumstances.

According to the agreem ent, which 
takes eflTect Aug. 1» passenger conductors 
will receive 12 pec cent more than the 
scale of Jan. 1. 1902, which was $12S, and 
freight conductors will get 15 per cent In­ 
crease over the scale of 3 cents a mile. 
The Increase of freight trainm en Is 15 per 
cent over the form er scale of 2 cents pe^ 
mile, and passenger brakemen will get an 
Increase of 12 per cent over their scale,

LINCOLN CAR SOLD. 


St.* liouls. Aug. 5.—'A dispatch from 
Omaha says: 
“The famous Lincoln car, 
which has been In the possession of the 
Union Pacific railroad for thirty-seven 
years, has been sold to private parties 
who will exhibit It a t the St. Louis ex-f 
position. 
For many years the car has 
stood on a siding in the Union Paciflc 
yarsd in Omaha without attracting more 
than passing attention. 
It was part of 
the railroad exhibit at the Chicago and 
Omaha expositions. The car was built at 
the m ilitary car shops at Alexandria, Va., 
in 18M and was Ironclad, arm or being set 
between the Inner and outer walls. 
It 
carried the remains of the m artyred presi­ 
dent to Springfield and was then sold to 
the Union Paciflc road.” 


RIOTING IN PRANCE. 


Paris, Aug. !>.—Serious rioting Is in pro­ 
gress at L'Orlent, on the coast of B rit­ 
tany, where labor troubles

Rlot- 
esr attacked a m ilitary club and stoned 
and broke shop windows. 
M ilitary was 
called out and rioters erected barricades. 
The m ilitary charged and ran down the 
mob. Rioting is likely to continue during 
the night. The crowds show no signs of 
dispersal and a t midnight they were 
marching lo attack the pre'fecture. 


RI3PUSED NATURALIZATION PAPERS 
Albany, N Y., Aug. 5.~Judge Clifford 
D. Gregory In the county court to day re­ 
jected sixty applications foir naturalisa­ 
tion papers and declared he would not 
naturalize any person who Is unable to 
.speak the English language sufficiently to 
make himself understood. “When a man 
has been in this country five years artd is 
unable to talk our language,”* said the 
Judge, “In my opinion he Is not fit to be 
admitted to cltlzénship.” 


OUTRAGER LYNCHED. 


Asotin, W ash., Aug. 5.—Despite efforts 
of the little victim’s father. Sheriff Rlch- 
ard .<3 of Asotin county; who had sw'orn in 
twenty-five deputies to guard the brute, 
William Hamilton, a well-to-do farmer, 
self-confo.ssed outrager and- brutal m ur­ 
derer of Mabel Richards, aged 11, wais 
forcibly taken from Jail here shortly after 
midnight and lynched by a mob of over a 
thousand men which had been congregat­ 
ing all day from all parts of the county. 
■ Hamilton said he m et the girl In thfe 
woods, outraged her and killed hier for 
feàr she would tell on him. He choked 
her into an insensible state and then beat 
Jter brains out with a club and though^ 
no m ore'of it, he said, than killing a cajt.

New York, Aug. S.—The suspension of 
the firm'^bf Sharp & Bryan was announced 


on the stock exchange to day. 
Charles 
Bryan Is a member of the governing com 
nüttee of the exchange and the firm are 
known as specialists In Virginia, Caro­ 


lina, United States Reality and Construc­ 
tion ,ahd Southern railway and had a 
mercantile agency rating of from $200,000 
to 1300,000. 


According to a statem ent of the assignee 
Sharp & Bryan’s liabilities arc about 
)S,000,000, mostly secured. 


The failure of H urlbutt, H atch & Co., 
members of the stock exchange, wa.s also 
announced. 
This firm's em barrassm ent 
has been a m atter of general comment In 
the "street” for some weeks. 
No state­ 
m ent regarding their affairs was obtiilna- 
ble to day. 


The day’s, business on the stoek ex­ 
change can best be summarized by the 
statem ent th a t almost four score stocks, 
fully tw o-thirds of the active list, touched 
the lowest record reached during the pres­ 
ent movement, which had Its inception 
last September. At the c Ioî?c of the day 
some of the solid Interests—and It is sug­ 
gested these Interests have been “out of 
the m arket” for weeks past save here and 
there when support wa.« most necessary— 
spoke reassuringly. 
They declared the 
financial atmosphere was being clarified, 
but for all th at Wall street, as a whole, 
had no silver lining In the clouds, much 
less a golden one. 


Other failures were confidently predlol- 
ed and the names of several im portant 
firms were mentlon<Hl as among those in 
financial straits. 


A sharp break In sterling exchange dur­ 
ing the day was coupled with thé sugges­ 
tion that a t least, one internalonal bank­ 
ing house has been making desperate ef­ 
forts to borrow money abroad. Officers of 
leading local banks and tru st companies 
declined to discuss the situation; except 
to express confidence as to the sound con­ 
dition of financial Institutions. 


To day’s ' .shrinkage .alone aggregates 
many mililons of dollars. Countless stop 
lo^s orders were caught In the selling ava­ 
lanche and It Is possible hundreds of weak 
accoimts were closed In utter disregard of 
Josses sustained by their owners.

In 'a smloon flght a t G rant 
Station, eight miles west of Terre aHute, 
Carrington shot and killed twp men, Bay 
less E w art and Wesley. Niece. R e made 
his escale and was captured 4 few m onths 
jater In the Smoky, mountains in Tennes­ 
see. a few miles from th e ^ V i^ n la line. 
He w as sentenced to a term of twenty-one 
years' In the p en iten tla^ a t Jeffersonville 
and w as otit on parole. His real name Is 
Johnk T. Carrington, but he Is commonly 
known as Dode Carrington, and has also 
traveled under the alias of John Albright.

The resolutions condemned feuds, riots 
and mob law, resort to lynching as mur­ 
der and burning and torture of people, 
even when clearly guilty, as barbarous 
.and a menace to the peace and security of 
all good citizens: Catholics were enjoined 
to exert Influence against such savagery. 
Resolutions also protested against the ac­ 
tion of the French government In attem pt­ 
ing to legalize religolus persecutions and 
asking Catholics to endeavor to wre.«tt the 
government from those who have misused 
the powers entrusted them. 


The convention pledged co-operation and 
support of Catholic. Indian schools, also 
to exclude from public libraries books that 
are offensive or erroneous to treatm ent of 
Catholic doctrines and practice and to 
supply standard works of the subjects.

Aug. 5.—William Jennings 
Bryan was pre.sent at to day’s Democratic 
convention of Champaign county, which 
nominated delegates to the state conven­ 
tion a t Columbus.

7 atid 14, w ith extrem e pw altiì» u j^n any 
parent or guardian wlio wilfiilly neglects 
to place such a child wlière it inay havb 
this length of instructioh each year. 


The child labor law turned a!l suteh 
children who were employed' In factories 
or other work out Into the streets. Some« 
thing had to be done with them. Send 
them to school, said the man who solved 
the problem, and a six m onths term was 
provided for them. 
The powers of the 
truant officers are not abridged or en­ 
larged. 
They are considered ample no# 
that the compulsory feature of the law 
lias been made so plain and strict.. Con­ 
sequently the truant officer fHll have morb 
to do, and the schools of Jacksonville as 
well as those of other cities wtli be a t­ 
tended by a much larger number of pupils. 


The law provides th at every person hav­ 
ing control oveir any child between 7 and 
14 shall cause- such child to go to school, 
either public or private, a t least 110 days 
of actual teaching. 
The law says th at 
schools m ust remain open this length of 
time. 
It says: *'8uch child shall attend 
some public or pH vate school for the en­ 
tire time during which the school at­ 
tended Is in session, which period shall 
not be less than 110 days, actual teach­ 
ing.*’ This parairraph of the law m akes it 
the duty of school trustees and'dirw tors 
to provide school for 110 days and every 
child between 7 and 14 m ust-attend It. 


Many country schools under present 
conditions do not remain open that long, 
but will be compelled to lengthen their 
terms. 


This law does not apply to children re­ 
ceiving private Instruction, though such 
private Instruction niust be in the ele­ 
m entary branches and for the same period 
of time, nor does it apply to children 
physically unable to go to school. 
For 
every neglect on the part of the jierson 
controlling such a child to comply with 
the provisions of this law he shall be flned 
not léss than |5 nor mòre than ISO for each 
offense, and the costs and the money so 
received shall be paid Into the school 
funds of -the city, town or district. Any 
person who for the purpose of evndlnsr 
ihis law makes a false statem ent con­ 
cerning the child’s age or the length of' 
lime a t school shall be flned from $3 to 
iSñ and costs, the lines to be paid into the 
school funds. 


•Another law passed by the general as­ 
sembly provides th at in the sprlns^ the 
governor shall flx Bird day a t the sam e 
time designated as Arbor day. 


Another law gives boards of education 
school directors and the like power to 
grant the use of scfiool rooms or assembly 
halls in school buildings with light and 
heat included free of charge for public 
lectures and other educational-and social 
interests.

“Word was received to day from the 
isylum in Jack.sonvllle that Mr. Wiseman 
has not been Insane since his arrival there 
and that he will be discharged 
unle.ss 
signs of Insanity soon develop. 
Sheriff 
lirainery says the minister recovered his 
niind while on the way to the hospital. 
The night Wiseman was taken to Jack­ 
sonville he lap.sed Into unconsciousness at 
the county Jail. It was feared that he was 
dying and a physician was summoned. 
Flis pul.se and temperature were normal, but 
he could not be awakened. The physician 
pricked him with pins, but they did not 
have the slightest effect. 
Medicine was 
forced down his throat, but the patient 
could not be aroused. 


“Wiseman regained consciousness after 
being put on the train.

Sixtus IV. added in 1474 the Slxtine 
cliapel. The Belye<lere was erected by 
Innocent VIII. in 1490, and Julius 11. 
united the Belvedere to the palace by 
the celebrated loggle. 
To Julius II. 
the Vatican is Indebted for tlie be­ 
ginning of the museum, and itis founda­ 
tions were laid in . the gardens of the 
Belvedere under his initiation.

critical condition in her home. 


She is suffering intensely from ner­ 
vous prostration, and frequent at­ 
tacks of heart disease. 


All of last night the guards kept 
their steady pace back and fortli in 
front of the house. 


Since she was arrested, she has 
taken nothing to eat. Deputy Sheriff 
Edward Dickinson made a special trip 
to this place last night for the pur­ 
pose of taking lier away with liim as 
his prisoner. 


After a short conversation, the 
sheriff returned to town, but* was not 
thoroughly a^nvinced that Mrs. Gul- 
ler was not playing false in her ac­ 
tions. 
Later, hé returned to the 
home and made another attempt to 
take the prisoner. 
After consulta­ 
tion with thc attending physician he 
decided that she could remain here 
until this morning, when he would 
appoint a medical commission to in­ 
quire into her condition. 


A medical commission, consisting 
of Dr. J. L. Moore, Dr. E. S. Milton 
and Dr. E. P. Kinklé, called there 
this morning, and, after consultation, 
decided that to remove the accused 
murderer would be to court death en- 
route. 


The plea for the defense will be 
that thc tablet 
which 
has

brought to light is one used by all

The greatest damage done was to the 
trees which make Jacksonville beau 
tiful, to . the wires of telephone an< 
telegraph companies and to those o: 
thc street railway company. There 
were no nersonal injuries recorded 
but there was more than one narrow 
escape and it is to be wondered at 
that in the midst of such violence no 
one was hurt. No part of the city 
escaped and it will be a good many 
days before all signs of the hurricane 
have bipÉ cleared away. There wil 
be lots OT work for tlie city to do in 
thc way of cleaning the broken limbs 
and branches from thc streets and 
tlie work will occasion considerable 
expense. 


The wind came from the northwest 
and rather suddenly, although those 
who had been on the streets at 1:30 
o’clock noticed how dark was the 
northern sky and how angry looking 
were.the hurrying cloiids. The storm 
clouds moved from the east to the 
northwest and for a time it seemed 
as though they had passed several 
miles to the west of this city. Biit a 
few minutes later it seenied as if 
they tum ^ about. To the observer 
there appeared a bank 
of :green 
clouds, then one of white and then 
a surmounting pillar of black. Ther«^ 
were very few people in Jacksoninlle 
who did not observe the heavens at 
this time and it was' a moment of 
anxiety for the many who remem­ 
bered on the instant of the devasta­ 
tion wrought in other years by other 
storms in this county. With a rush­ 
ing sound the whole city seemed to 
be in the grasp of the storm at one 
time and tl» air was filled with fiying 
branches, and with the sound of snap­ 
ping timbers. 
The wind blew for 
several minutes, and when ' it had 
spent its furv the rain came down in 
sheets and torrents. 


HAD NARROW ESCAPE. 


Perhans the narrowest escape firom 
permanent injury was made by Fred 
Baldwin, who drivj^ one of the teams 
from Central Insane hof^al. Ac^ 
companied,. by Charles Kéms, a pa­ 
tient, he was driving on Haidm av­ 
enue near ^College street, enroute to 
one of the defiipts.

fELEPUONES AND TEIÆGRAPH. 
The Postal Cable office went out o; 
business just as the storm broke. The 
St. Louis wire was disabled in the 
middle of a. message and the Chicago 
wire snapped at the same time, thus 
cutting the office entirely out. No 
service could be had over their lines 
until after 5 o’clock. 


The Illinois Téléphoné company 
had 135 phones put out of service by 
the storm and their out of town ser­ 
vice was all down until late in the 
evening. 
Many wires were broken 
by falling limbs and sixty lead wires 
on Greenwood avenue south of the 
city were severed by a falling tree. 


The Central Union Telephone com 
pany fared little better, all wires out 
of the city being down and all of the 
farmers’ lines were disabled until late 
in the afternoon. The cable on Jor­ 
dan street was broken and will be 
in operation in . about three days. 
Damages aré about $800. 


The Western Union office had no 
wires out of the city until about ii 
o’clock, when most of 
the trouble 
was cleared up and St. Ix>uis anc 
Chicago were finally reached. 


ABOUT THE SQUARE. 


In Central park the rush of the 
wind tore off a great many branches 
and scattered them about, but for­ 
tunately none of the trees were up­ 
rooted nor broken near their trunks. 
It seemed for a time as if half the 
signs about thc square would be tom 
rom their fastenings, but nearly all 
stood the test, tliough many of the 
supporting irons ..will have 
to 
be 
straightened out again. 
One freak 
of the wind was to lift the flat* door 
which covem the entrance from thc 
top story of O. K. store to the roof, 
and carry it dear over in the parki 
Several metal ornaments from other 
store buildings were also neatly de­ 
posited in tbe park.
